HE anxieties of the World War hung heavily over the 

British Cabinet during the period recorded herewith in 
his diary and in letters by Prime Minister Asquifh. There 
were conferences with the French Government officials 
over military strategy and Allied policy. 

War finances and the proposal for compulsory military 
service in Britain engaged Asquith and the Cabinet. Gen. 
Sir Douglas Haig, afterward Marshal Haig, supplanted Sir 
John French as commander of the British forces in France. 

The ill-fated Gallipoli expedition was abandoned and 
the Dardanelles evacuated by the British. There was dif- 
ference of opinion with the French over the Allied opera- 
tions at Salonika. 

Lord Derby’s disappointing report over the result of 
his recruiting campaign in the Fall of 1915 disquieted 
Asquith greatly and on the eve of the Christmas holidays 
he recorded in his diary: ‘We seem to be on the brink of 
a precipice.”
